Financial matters, the topic most 
concern, covered multitude issues. 
Executive Treasurer, Lee Kohler reviewed 
detail our account payables and account 
receivables for AGA, GMS and Purebred 
Publishing. will sending letters 
past due customers notify them their 
past due balance and ask them contact 
set payment plan. motion was 
made and passed unanimously amend 
our current credit policy establishing 
the guideline that any customer becomes 
days past due, they will asked 
payment plan, and during the time 
that payment plan, they must pay cash 
advance for any additional business all 
accounts (AGA, GMS, PP). motion was 
also made and unanimously passed that 
effective January any accounts over 
days and not approved payment plan 
would ineligible for National Award 
recognition, CPI list, the All-American 
contest participation through the American 
Guernsey Association.

the United States for few years, but 
gaining intense popularity more and 
more consumers are benefitting from this 
delicious and nutritious product. 

Some you may know what refer- 
ring to, but for those your who not, 
want share with you this pot gold, for 
which you may want start digging. You 
may not have dig far, may just 
found you open your barn door. The hid- 
den treasure which referring can 
found our own breed cattle, milk. 
milk just like other milk except that 
naturally rich the type beta- 


casein protein. This protein type 


protein that makes one-third the pro- 
tein milk. high quality milk protein 
source essential amino acids, well 
peptides. milk contains the highest 


levels the naturally occurring type 


beta-casein and produced cows known 


cows. the Guernsey breed, that 
have the highest frequency this gene 
and thus our Guernsey herds produce milk 
with high levels type beta-casein. 

cow can identified your 
herd with simple and non-invasive genet- 
test that analyzes hair sample from the 
tail. Once identified, cattle are milked 
separately produce natural milk. 

So, this all sounds good and technical, 
but does selling milk really have niche 
the market? And consumers really 
benefit from milk differently than from 
regular milk? Well, here story right 
from mom the United Kingdom, sup- 
port this claim.
